OFFICRE AND ORDERS HIS ARREST, 


Maloney Was Quarreling With Two Men 
im Front of Carroll’s Saloon on Thir- 
teenth and Pine and Is Alleged by 
Lyons to Have Resisted Arrest and 
Assaulted Him-—Lyons’ Story Not 
Borne Out by Witnesses. 


The body of Patrick J. Maloney rests on a 
Slab at the Morgue and Officer John J. Lyons 
of the Central District occupies a cell in the 
hold-over as the result of a row in front of 
White Carroll's saloon, at 6:30 this morning. 


“The shooting, according to the statements of 


eye-witnesses, was brutal and uncalled 
for. For the past few days Omcer 
in citizen’s clothes, 
having been detailed by Capt. Sam Boyd to 
break up the practice of lewd women plying 
their vocation along the streets. This morn- 
ing at 5:30 Officers Woodling and Mansfeld, 
while in front of the saloon run by White 
Oarroll, heard a row in progress on the in- 
side and arrested a jockey, who wascreat- 
ing the disturbance. The officers took 
their prisoner across the street to the 
patrol box and rang forthe wagon. Just as 
the wagon arrived the officers heard a shot. 
and running back tothe saloon saw Maloney 
lying on the sidewalk and Officer Lyons in 
citizen’s clothes standing over him witha 
smoking revolver. The patrol wagon was at 
one brought over to the scene of the shooting 


and Malorey conveyed to the Dispensary, 


where he died while being laid upon the 
Assistant Chief Reedy was 
notified of the shooting and hurried to the 
Dispensary. Officer Lyons had accompanied 
his victim to the place and was met there by 
Ohief Reedy.

Deleware reported 897 Sunday-schools. The

It was claimed asthe basis of this suit 
that the Board of Public Improvements, in 
seeking bids for asphalt contracts, speci- 
fies Lake Trinidad asphalt, although other 
kinds are as good, which is controlled by 
one company having branches engaged in 
the work of street reconstruction in differ- 
ent cities. It is claimed that all competi- 
tion for asphalt contracts is thus cut off 
and a monopoly is established and main- 
tained by which the contracts are obtained 
at higher rates than could be charged un- 
der competition. 

The counsel forthe board and the as- 
phalt monopoly, although denying the 
claim of exorbitant cost, did not deny 
that a particular asphaltum was specified 
and that this asphaltum was controlled by 
a monopoly. Nor did the board overthrow 
the claim that other varieties of asphaltum 
areas good as this specified kind. The 
point, therefore, that a monopoly is in 
control of the asphalt contraets through 
special favor of the Board of Public Im- 
provements was fully established. 

Everyone knows what a monopoly in 
municipal contracts means and what are its 
consequences. It is idle to assert that 
bids will be as low under monopoly as 
they would be under competition. The 
matter, therefore, involves a question of 
public policy and of public rights, of the 
honest and economical expenditure of tax 
moneys for public improvements. 

If a monopoly in this class of work is 
created by the favor ofthe city authorities, 
the people of St. Louis would like to know 
and have a right to know why. They 
want to know the grounds of such favor, 
what it is worth to the monopoly and 
what it costs the tax-payers. It behooves 
the authorities to show the necessity for 
such monopoly-favoring and that the in- 
terests of the people are not sacrificed for 
the benefit of the favored contractor. It 
behooves them to show that there is no 
stealing under this asphalt monopoly.

UNCLE SAM’S CHICKENS. 


The only obstacle to open compliance 
with the demand for governmental relief 
for the unemployed is the lack of authori- 
zation in the Constitution. In his ‘‘Prin- 
ciples of Constitutional Law’’ Judge 
Cooley clearly lays down the principle 
that a tax avowedly laid down for pri- 
vate purposes is illegal and void.’’ The 
private purposes referred to include the 
aiding of private parties or corporations in 
business or the aiding by loan or gift of 
distressed classes of citizens. 

The honest way, therefore, to meet the 
demand would be through a constitutional 
provision enabling Congress to lay and 
collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises 
for the relief of citizens in distress by loan, 
bounty or employment in public works. 
Thus without shift or evasion Congress 
would be empowered to confiscate by tax 
decree the property of onecitizen for the 
benefit of another. 

But objection may be found to this 
method because of the time required to 
reach the end and of the difficulty of recon- 
ciling the.public mind at once to so radi- 
cala change of the fundamental law. 
There is an easier way of getting at it inan 
emergency. The general welfare clause of 
the Constitution is exceedingly convenient 
for this purpose; Its elasticity and effect- 
iveness has deen fully tried. Under it we 
can collect taxes and appropriate public 
money avowedly for public purposes, but 
actually for private purposes. In 
this way we are now paying mill- 
ions of dollars’ to wealthy sugar 
producers and are levying enormous duties 
ostensibly to raise revenue for govern- 
mental needs; but actually and admittedly 
to establish and sustain private enter- 
prises and supply employment to laboring 
men. By enlarging the scope of taxétion 
and appropriation for private purpose 
uhdef this clause the real object could be 
géined without shock to the public mind.

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PRIVILEGES, DEBT AND PROSPERITY. 
In his capacity as guide, philosopher and 
friend of the American people Senator 
Sherman took occasion yesterday to coun- 
sel a do-nothing policy with reference to 
the revenue and advised that the privilege 
to tax, conferred by the Republican party 
upon a few favored individuals, be retained. 
This, he said, in the interest of the public 
good. 
But after the discussion of the last six 
yearsthe people have come to see that 
when one man is by law enabled to tax 
another by putting an artificial price upon 
his goods, the man who pays the tax is 
impoverished to the extent of this legalized 
inflation of price above its natural level. 
The beneficiaries of this queer system 
guaranteed that the more the victim paid 
in unearned values the more prosperous he 
would be, and fora long time a majority 
of the people believed the tale. Fora long 
time. we put money in the purses of 
protected manufacturers, confident the 
while that by 80 doing we 
were making ourselves rich and 
happy. But it has not worked 
that way. The protected manufacturer 
has grown richand happy. He owns city 
houses and country homes, palaces in 
America and castles in Scotland. He goes 
about in special cars covered with barbaric 
trappings worth a king’s ransom and hunts 
over Scottish and English lands from 
which the people have been driven to make 
room foran American democrat. He isa 
great man and believes in democracy, for 
he has found that democracy is ‘‘chump- 
ish,“ and ever on the alert to make the 
few rich at the cost of the many. 

That is, it has been. It knows better 
now. And no amount of counsel will in- 
duce the people of the country to continue 
a policy which has defeated the purpose for 
which this Government was instituted. 
Mr. Sherman is right in his opinion that 
something more than repeal of the bullion 
purchase act is necessary to set things 
right. But as to the right thing todo the 
American people do not agree with him. 
Prosperity will not be brought about 
by increasing our interest bearing 
debt. But we will revolutionize 
the revenue system which was designed as 
an engine of oppression and has more 
than accomplished its mission. We will 
take away the taxing power from individ- 
uals and restore it to the Government, 
where it belongs, and then go to work like 
honest men to make wealth instead of try- 
ing to accumulateit from others. In this 
way and in this way only can the country 
recover from the depression produced by 
Shermanism, McKinleyism and Republi- 
canism,

REARY’S HARD LINES. 


The Explorer. Finds Much Trouble in 
Making His Way to Greenland. 


New Tonk, Aug. 81.—Lieut. Peary is mak- 
ing slow progress with his expedition to 
Greenland. News received here from St. 
John's, Newfoundland, says the steamer Vir 
ginia Lake has brought advices from the 
party in Jabrador. On Aug. 5 the Falcon 
was at Nain, one of the Moravian settlements 
onthe northern coastofLabrador. All the 
burros or donkeys were dead, having per- 
ished from the exposures of the voyage. 
Peary Was trying to get Esquimau dogs from 
the settlers for 50 cents each. Good dogs, 
trained and . for his purpose, cannot 
be got for less than $5, so the people would 
not sell to him. After scouring the locality 
he sailed for Okkek, the next station, and 
made another fatile attempt to get dogs. 

The turther North one gets itis found that 
dogs become more valuable. So Peary’s of- 
fers meta more determined refusal there. 
He left Okkek on the 7th bound for Hebron 
and Ramah, the remaining settlements north 
of there, to make still further attempts. If 
still unsuccessful be said he would steam to 
Godbaven or Disco, South Greenland, and 
purchase his stock of quadrupeds there. 

He would be compelled to supplement his 
original com Agree — of thirty dogs by at 
least fiftgen, sted pa the burros, on which 
he relied for carry ng suppiles. 

Peary could not have got away from the 
Labrador coast before the middle of August, 
and must be at least five weeks behind his 
time of last year. Everything is against 
him. The weather on the coast has been 
foggy and dtsagreeable, and a continuance of 
the north winds and heavy seas will reduce 
the Faicon’s steaming powers to a minimum.
